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Sometimes you can’t see the warehouses for the ma- 
chines. Most plants have no trouble identifying at 
least two areas where warehousing goes on. The first 
that come to mind are the receiving and shipping 
areas.

It is all dependent, of course, on 
what happens to (a) the price of 
steel and components and (b) the 
results of labor negotiations when 
union contracts expire.
